A Lecometive Ba ce. 

A Chicago despatch, received in New 
York, says: ‘The day for the great loco- 
motive race between the English Queen 
Empress and the American 999, the tre- 
mendous machines now on exhibition in 
the transportation department of the 
World's lambian Exposition, has been 

wpon. By reason of the secrecy 
maintained by the parties to the proposed 
event, it is impossible to learn the exact 
day on which the fight will be made. The 
nearest approach to exactness is contained 
in the information that it will take place 
early in November. Mr. Charles Hogan, 
travelling engineer of the New York Uen- 
tral, has been in the city, and has had 
several conferences with the Englishman. 
Mr. Hogan left for the east with a contract 
in his pocket signed by the owners of the 
locomotives. The terms of this contract are 
unknown, save that a large sum of money, 
presumably $10,000, is wagered on the 
result of the race, and that it will be do- 
nated to charity work, no matter which 
side is winner. The American locomotive 
made several tests of speed while attached 
to the Empire State express, with Engineer 
Hogan's hand at the lever. The best rec- 
ords thus far posted are:—One mile in 
0.35, or at the rate of 102 8-13 miles per 
hour, and a mile in 0.32, or at the rate of 
112 miles an hour. The Queen Empress is 
a full sister of the famous Great Britain, 
which has a record of 80 miles an hour. 
The engines represent two distinct and 
separate classes of locomotive building.

The British Board of Trade on Wednes- 
day issued a return for the six months 
ended June 33th, showing the fatalities 
and injuries connected witn railway work 
and railway travelling during that period.

The number killed or injured by 
aceidents to trains or permanent way was | 
comparatively small, the fatalities being 
only six, while the total of those injured 
was 225. Of the six thus killed only one 
was +8 passenger, the remainder being 
companies’ servants.

The consequences of this covenant were 
very marked, It was rigorously observed, 
Even Government officials, whatever their 
rank, had to give up sake drinking when 
they visited the island, and, as a matter of 
course, every dramster who could notreform 
was compelled to take hisdeparture. Order 
thenceforth reigned completely, and pros- 
perity came with rapid strides, The 
population increased five fold in five years 
and the capital invested in the fishing indus- 
try ten fod. Reed thatches were replaced 
by shingles. Four large granaries were 
Kept full of rice, and, in addition, each 
house had a store of its own. It is stated 
that there is now stored in ths is!and rlee 
sufficient to support the people for three or 
four years, even though the herring fishery 
should fail entirely. Roads have been con- 


structed in places where nothing of the kind 


existed before. The principal school has 
been greatly improved, and several branch 
schools have been established. 

New landa have been brought into cul- 
tivation, and hemp to the value of $2.00, 
is grown annually for the manufacture of 
fishing nets, which, before the signing of 
the covenant, had to be imported entirety 
from the mainland, Statistics also show a 
marked decrease of crime, and so famous 
did the success of the experiment become 
that a large community of settlers in the 
neighboring island of Ezo pledged them- 
selves to a covenant similar to that of Oku- 
shiri, and with similarly happy results 
Finally, we may add that when the five 
years originally contemplated by the cov- 
enant expired it was renewed for another 
term of five years, despite the opposition of 
an influential local official. —{Japan Mail.

of steam ; the land engine carries only 80 
or ) pounds of steam, and geta one horse- 
power outof from four to ten ds of 
anthracite coal, while the quadraple-expan- ~ 
sion marine engine develops one horse 
— out of one and a quarter pounds of 

elsh coal, that is, acecrding to these 
data, the land engine requires from two to 
four times as much coal as the marines 
engine to produce the same power. 

‘Lhe latest reported improvement in lamp 
is a device intended to obviate the objeca 
tionable shadow thrown on the ceiling by 
most regenerative lamps, and to overcome 
some other features which detract from the 
value of the principle. The difficulty of 
the shade thrown upward is met by forming 
the upper part of the lamp of ¢ orna- 
mental glass instead of having a metallic 
dome, as is ordinarily the case. A 
illumination is thus obtained without the 
loss of any downward light—two streams 
of hot air are supplied to the burners, one 
being heated by means of the regenerator, 
which is of cast iroa, the other being warm- 
ed in its passage through the lamp casing. 
Another point dealt with, in this conatruc- 
tion, is the deposit of carbon on the ceiling, 
which is usual with such lamps; this is 
ptactically reduced to nothing, first by the 
small amount of gas burned per hour and 
the perfect combustion objained, and next 
by the products of conbustion being emit- 
ted from the lamp laterally instead of being 
projected upward towarl the ceiling. This 
arrangement has the merit of simplicity,and 
the effect is very satisfactory.

Canadian sealers have, they think, found 
a& way to circumvent the regulation of the 
Behring Sea Board of Arbitration forbid. 
Ging the killing of seals with firearms or 
explosives. Itappears that it did not enter 
into the minds aT the arbitrators that an 
equally effective means for killing the seals 
was to be found in airguns, suchas are 
used fordestroying whales, a spear being 
driven from the gun by compressed air. 
The sealers of British Columbia are now 
turning their attention to this means of 
evading the intention of the commission 
and it is grecently conceded that they will 
suffer no loss through the substitution of air 
guns and spears for firearms during the 
month in which they are prohibited using 
the latter weapons for killing the seale. It 
is worthy of note that while the sealers of 
British Columbia are protesting against the 
decision at Paris as calculated to ruin the 
e~Jing industry, another‘ealing schooner, 
the King Fisher, fermerly in the Govern. 
ment service, will shortly leave Nova 
Scotia to join the Victoria fleet. Of course 
it must be borne in mind that the British 
Columbia sealers have some 70,C00 seal- 
akins taken this year to sell, and if it is 
made to appear that an exceptionally large 
catch will be the resultof next year's 
operations, under the new arrangements, 
as predicted by the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, it would have the effect of leasen- 
ing the value of the skins they now have 
to dispose of.

The second report of the Ontario Burean 
of Mines has just been published. Every- 
one interested in the mining industry ough- 
to get a copy of the report, as it contains 
late and complete information, in conven- 
jent shape,of the mines and mineral wealth 
of the province. On account of the revival 
of interest in the 1ron industry the history 
of blast furnaces in Ontario in past years 
has been reviewed, and a lot of information 
concerning the iron ore resources of the 
province has been collected from reliable 
sources. Nickel receives considerable at- 
tention at the hands of Mr. Blue, the com- 
jler of the work. The report embraces 
in all 264 pages, all of it good matter. In 
reference to the probable future of the 
nickel industry the report says: In the 
resent state of the nickel industry there 
is no well-founded cause for discourages 
ment, except perhaps in the minds of ex- 
treme optimists with locations of unknown 
value on their. hands to sell. Remember- 
ing that it is a comparatively new metal 
and that until a few years ago its ore was 
scarce and hard to treat, the rank to which 
it has already attained is calculated to 
excite a feeling of wonder. The progress of 
operations in this province, in view of every 
cironmstance, and especially of the fact that 
the largest refining concern in the world is 
also chief owner of the only mining proper- 
ties which can compare in richness ond ex- 
tent with those of Ontario, has certainly 
been as active as the state of the market 
for the metal would seem to justify. Min- 
ing and smeltiag the ores had their begin- 
ning here less than seven years ago, yet 
measured by the number of men employed, 
the amount of wages paid for labor and the 
value of product last year there are only six 
iron working industries of the province, as 
shown by the census of 1881, which exceed 
this one; and among those are such old and 
stable industries as agricultural implements, 
blacksmithing and foundry and machine 
shops. Of iron mines there is not one that 
is worked, although we have iron ores in 

reat abundance; neither is there one blast 

urnace to smelt iron ore, although we con- 
sume in the province upwards of 300,000 
tons of pig iron every year. All the indica- 
tions point to a steady increase in the con- 
sumption of nickel, and the number and 
variety of new and valuable uses which are 
being found tor it give assurance that the 
industry is firmly rooted and will grow.

England appear to think there is a * snap” 
this fall for Canadian shippers. But if 
there is such a profitable thing in exporting 
apples to Engiand why do not bayers there 
avail themseives of this splendid opening, 
buy the frait and takeall the profit to them- 
selves? The Trade Bulletin, from « number 
of enquiries in the trade, learns that there 
is no money in shipping apples to Kagland, 
at present, although there may be later on. 
This makes the excited market in the west 
all the more inscrutable, buyers there having 
paid as high as $1.75 per bbi., while others 
have been scouring the country and waving 
81.25 on the basis ofa rise. It is presucm 

that the sales of winter fruit at $1.75 per 
Ubl. in the west were male for the purpose of 
blocking the speculative contracting that 
was going on, as only a few orchards here 
and there are said to have been bought at 
that figure. It will be remembere that 
the market in the west was excited in the 
sane way last year by American buyers 
taking « certain quantity as they are doing 
now, at higher prices vhan the situation 
warrants, The yonsequence was that 
values were run up higher than was war- 
ranted by either the American or English 
markets, and Canadians lost money in both. 
It looks as if the groundwork was being 
laid for ® repetition of last season's disas- 
trous losses, unless things take an abrupt 
diversion from their present course. Even 
allowing for a certain shortage in this 
year’s apple crop, other kinds of fruit were 
never so abundant as they are this season 
on either side of the Atlantic. Take, for

Violence of Strikers. 


The minors’ strikes in Great Britain have 
been, as usual, marred by. acts of violence 
committed or attempted against the non- 
unioniat labourers who were willing to take 
the places of the strikers, Such acts are 
indefensible and foolish, They are inde- 
fensible, being in violation of the rights of 
free citizens to dispose of their labour as 
they may .deem best, The modification 
that they must not in so doing interfere 
with the rights of others, is inapplicable 
here, for the striking workmen have no 
more eg from the legal point of view to 
the work in question than have the non- 
unionist workmen against whom they are 

*soincensed, But the violence is as unwise 
in the interests of the strikers as it is 
illegal and unjust. It alienates that public 


sympathy which is one of the strongest | 


influences which they can invoke in their 
struggle against reduction of wages. But 
while we can have nothing but condemna- 
tion for. their lawlessness, we can well 
understand, as must everyone who puts 
himself for a moment in their place, their 
resentment. It is undeniable that to the 
efforts and sacrifices of ‘organized labour 
the labourer in every sphere of manual em- 
ployment owes very much, The miners 
who, while refusing to join the unions, or 
to share their struggles and sacrifices, take 
the places of those who have gone out, en- 
ter immediately into situationg which have 
b&en made better in many rospects besides 
that of wages, by the pressure which bas 
been from time to time brought to bear 
through the Iabour organizations. To 
whatever extent their present struggle 
proves successful in keeping up the rate of 
wages, every miner in that vicinity, if not 
in the whole kingdom, will be the gaimer, 
This fact with all that it implies, must be 
borne in mind before we can fully under. 

stand the full grounds of the striker’s in- 

dignation and wrath against those who are 

doing their utmost to defeat their efforts 
while among the first to profit by their suc- 

cesees. Over against this, it is true, must 
be eet the terrible anguish of the able- 

bodied men who sees, it may be, his wife 
and children suffering from want of food 
and clothing, which his labour alone can

minting one must be an eyewitness. It adda 
charm to the procredings to stand by the 
dusty furnaces, ar in sentine!-like 
rews,tc see them opea their jaws and to look 
rightdown in the fiery cavern, where insats- 
able tongues of fame are licking up the 
molten masees of silver and gold. 

A day or two ago Officer Brown, stand 
beside s visitor who had watched with 
the fascination of a novice the great iron 
mouths opening and closing, betrayed him- 
self into a neat little explanation of the 
“aha of minting money, Officer Brown 

as been many years at the mint, so the vis- 
itor listened with interest, as to one who 
spoke with authority: Here is the process 
in & putsheil. 

** Making money,” enid he, with one of 
those cloquent waves of the hand he keeps 
by him to use on eg “egg a such 
as these, ‘is just like making cake. You 
mix the dough; we mix the metal. You 
roll out the dongh into shape; we roll out 
the metal into bara, You cut the dough 
into cakes ; we cut the metal into coins, 
Then we stamp them. The metal left over 
is melted up and used. , jost aa the 
cook gathers up the leftovers, rolls them 
again, and cuts more cakes.” 

“In other words, the amount of metal, 
say the equivalent of $90,000 in gold, which 
chemically is made up of 90 per cent. 
and 10 per cent. ig my is put into 
lead crucible about the size of a peck mens- 
ere. It is kept in the furnace one hour and 
fifteen minutes. The workman watches 
his gold as sacredly as the cook her cakes, 
and when the molten liquid t# brought to 
the proper consistency he takes a three cor- 
nered biack-lead ‘cup, about the size that 
would fit a monkey's head, and dips up 
$2,000 worth of the metal ata time, pouring 
it out again with that marvelous dexterit 
which only. comes from practice into roy 
holding $1,000 each. 

Nothing can be more beautiful than the 
fiery stream of young and pure gold aa it 
glides into the locked arms of the mold, 
When the liquid solidifies it forms @ bar, or, 
to be technically correct, an ingot about 
twelve inches long and about an inch 
thick. 

These ingots are subjected to a process of 
rolling out which lengthens them without 
increasing their width. The bars are then 
ready to cat. One machine cate the 
coin, another stamps them after the — 
of milling has been performed, Milling, in 
mint parlance, has somewhat of a different 
signification than in ordinary vernacular, 
It signifies the rolling over of the edge of 
the coin preparatory to stamping it with 
the mitiute denticulations which are com: , 
monly known as the milling.

of stamping introduces the 
large corp? of women who form a consider- 
able part of the working force of the mint. 
About 100 of them are ernployed, and they 
attend comers * the adjusting and stam 
| ing- it ma: said in explanation of th 
process of the term ** adjusting” that every 
‘coin, before it is shaped, is carefully weigh- 
led. Iftoo heavy t ia delicately 
tiled until the coin is of lawfal weight ; if 
too hight the poe is sent to be remelted. 
This process of weighing and adjusting is 
an employment to which women, with their 
delicacy of touch, are well suited. They 
are also in charge of the stamping. 

Incidentally it may be said that most 
presses stamp from eighty to 100 coins 
| every minute, In one short hour $4,000 in 

$12 yold pieces can be stamped around the 
edge and on both sides. 

There is another part of the work which 
comes wader the charge of the women em- 
ployed at the mint. They do the sewing. 
At first thought it seems « trifle —— 
ous toassociate sewing with money minting, 
tut all the bags used in the mint are sowed © 

‘in the building The bags are made of white 
| duck and run up by machine, being sewed 
twice for security. 

The bag making is no small thing when 
you come to consider the number it takes to 
pack up the newly coined wealth of the 
country each eae The 5-cent pieces are 
| packed in 350 bags and the pennies in $10 
| bags, small silver in $1,000, and the gold in 
‘25,000 pouches. Roughly speaking, last 
| year fully 2,000 bags were made u old 
| alone 16,000 for silver,5,000 for half dollars, 
| besides many thoutands for the ‘sraller.

The Use oa Phoapeates, 


Not enough phosphates are used in this 
country as demanded by the advanced state 
of Agricalture. We have some of the rich- 
est phosphate mines in the world, and the 
older caitivated wheat lands are much in 
need of being reouperated by the addition 
ly of such fertilizers. Yet 
scoording to the re of the Bureau of 
Mines for this Province for 1892, there were 
— 2,381 tons taken out during that year, 
and the greater part of it was exported to 
England, In fact, for whatever reason, 
none of the phosphate mines in the Burgess 
and Perth districts were worked last winter, 
the report says. There is no doubt that 
the low price of wheat for the last two years 
has influenced the mene, ny for a leas 
acreage has been put in and the _— 
requirements were not so . Fore 
similar reason there is a decline in the con- 
sumption of phosphates in several Southern 
States. Thies decline is accounted for by 
the reduction in the cotton crop, planters 
using lees phosphate when wishing to reduce 
their crop, even when cultivating the 
same ac For similar reasons 
reductions are proticed in the 
for the consumption of phosphates in 
the States of North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Alabama, while Florida, ow- 
ing to ite fruit-raising necessities, increased 
its consumption, In the several Northern 
States, an increased consumption is report- 
ed, as the total shipments of phos, hates for 
the year 1892 from the tour States of South 
Carolina, Florida, North Carolina and 
Georgia amounted to 903,823 tons of 2,240 
pounds, valued at $5,254,234.61. Of that 
total domestic consumers took 529,200 tons, 
This converted into acid phosphate (in 
round numbers it would be equivalent to 
two for one) would produce 1,058,400 tons 
of ma gl sion age which, at $10.50 a ton, 
would give a total value of $11,113,200, 
which, the commissioner-says, must be oon: 
sidered as the commercial value of the 
modern product of phosphate. Taking 
account of the potash and soda producta, 
erude sulphur, Rs Peres bones and other 
fertilizers imported from foreign countries, 
and which enter wing into the composi- 
tion of manufactared fertilizers, Commias- 
sioner Wright estimates that the production 
of commercial fertilizers for 1802 cannot 
fall far short wt 1,750,000 tona of 2,240

Two Havanese bacteriologists, Drs. 

Acosta and Grande-Rossi, conceived the 

‘idea, surely an original one, of studying 

‘the microbes of bank notes, They have 

| published the result of their researches on 

| the notes of the Spanish Bank of Havana. 

| They have-proved, in the first place, that 

the weight of these notes increases in the 

course of their circulation, by reason of the 
adJition of foreign matter. At the ead of 

acertain time the bacteriological analysis 

demonstrated a considerable increase in 

| the number of microbes ; in two cases this 

number rose to more than 19,000, 
physicians diseovered specially the pres- 
ence of a septic bacillus, which rapidly 
| kills animals inoculated with it ; this, to 
speak properly, is the specific microbe of 
the bank note, and Talamon thinks that 
the name, baciNus septicus aureus, could 
be justly given to it. 

Messms. Acostaand Grande-Rossi have, 

besides, recognized distinctly in the bank 
notes examined by them, eight pathogenic 
apecies, among which were the bacillus of 
tuberculosis, that of diphtheria, and the 
streptococcus of erysipelas. The two bac- 
teriologists do not say what were the 
denominations of the notes they experi- 
‘mented with. It may be supposed, how- 
ever, that they did not use notes of 1,000 
or even 100 france. If the notes were of 
i that size, it will be difficult, to verify their 
experiments in all laboratories, the means 
of which in general do not permit of such 
What use can the Havanese 
make of their bank notes that they become 
auch receptacles of microbes? Mosars. 
Acosta and Grarde-Rossi declare that the 
children of Havana are accustomed to carry 
bank motes in their mouths. [tis easy to 
believe that the adults carry them else- 
where.

Souring can be detected before the cream 
thickens and until’ thickening has taken 
eg churning will invariably result in the 
ow of batter fat. Ky cooling separated 
cream rapidly after separation, keeping at a 
temperature of 55° Fahrenheit, and then 
churning at that temperature one may get 
® very fair butter yield from only slightly 
ripened cream. I have found using various 
kinds of cream churns, that it is not sufi. 
cient to churn sweet cream at 55° Fahren- 
heit, the cream after separation must 
be cooled at once and kept at or below 


churning. This is the usual practice in 
factories. where cream is handled by the 
ton, 

Although no ripening at all involves a de- 
ficiency 1m flavor and a loss of butter fat ; 
itis equally unwise to allow cream to become 
over-ripe. As the development of too great 
an amount of acidity in cheese-making will 
cause a loss of fat in the whey, so the same 
cause in over-ripe cream may reault in a 
buttermilk rich in fat. So far as our 
present knowled ge goes, it would indicate 
that this excess of lactic acid favors the pro- 
duction of butyric acid, and it is this latter 
substance which gives the rancid odor to

Rancid Butter and Oream. 
The following is taken from an article by 


English pu! lication : Rancidity of butter, 
although more or less connected with the 
life history of the butyric acid bacillus, is,

oxidation process, aud existing only in the 
_suriace layers. When rancidity is diecern-

Wheat Crops er the World. 

The wheat crops of different parts of the 
world are now substantially reported. In 
the southern districts of Great Britain the 
crops are deficient, but in the northern 
districts they are so large that the total 
amount will not be much below the average. 
In France the official estimate is that the 
total production will be 280,000,000 bush. 
els, which is 24,000,000 below that of last 
year, In Austria and in Hungary the crop 
is better than last year by about the same 
amount that France falls short. In Italy 
and Spain the yield is about anaverage. In 
the greater part of Russia the wheat crop is 
reported as very good, and it may be that 
it will be 40,000,000 bushels in excess of 
last year. India and Australia are about 
stationary. The Argentine Republic will 
have a surplus to export for this year, 
In America the wheat crop is officially 
estimated at only two-thirds of a full 
crop for the year, and the result is 
that the United States has very little 
more than is required for home consump- 
tion and seed. The great deficiency in that 
country is due to @ severe winter, to a wet 


drought in summer. The scant production of 
wheat this year for the supply of the whole 
world is not such as to furnish much cause 
for alarm because the exchanges between 
different countries will equalize the amount 
required for each nationality. Though the 
American crop is said to be 144,000,000 
bushels leas than it was last year, the 
world’s surplus is 50,000,000 bushels over 
requirements, and it is thus seen that there 
is «large margin over starvation or even 
inching, and that no one need go hungry 
ause he 
in the open market. There will be no 
famine, but there 1s no large margin to go 
upon. 


A Great Tels scope. 


Tue Bruce photographic telescope, which 
has ao long been in process of construction, 
at Alvan Clark & Sons, Cambridgeport, 
will soon be set up at the Cambrilge Ob- 
servatory, and will probably be in operation 
in the covrse of a month, Its completion 
will mark a new epoch in this branch of 
science, as it id the largest and is thought 
to be the most powerful instrament of its 
kind which has yet been set up. It is ex- 

ted that with this instrument stars can 

photographed which have never been seen 
through the most powerful visul telescopes, 
The instrament is superior to the ordinary 
one, not only in power, but in the expanse 
ofsky which can be taken upon a single 
plate. The ordinary telescope will cover 
only about four degrees ata single exposure 
rest ie there are 40,000 degrees in the whole 
expanse of the heavens, 10,000 plates would 
be necessary for a complete record of their 
whole area. The new telescope will cover 
six times the area, and will take the whole 
heavens in 1,600 photographs. The photo-

most part harvested. The threshing ma- 
chine shows that the yield of grain is even 
more than it was expected to be in two- 
thirds of England, while it is good or fair 
in the north of England and Scotland, and 
excellent in Ireland. But very little wheat 
is grown in Scotland or Ireland, and nearly 
all the counties which grow that cereal ex- 
tensively guffered severely from the dry 
weather of the spring and summer. The 
total area of the wheat crop in Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland this year was only 1,952, - 
476 acres, and the Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands last year produced only 
3424 acres, so that the total for the United 
| Kingdom will not exceed 1,956,000 acres, 
At twenty-five bushels an acre, which is a 
full allowance, the product of this area will 
be 48,498,000 bushels. Now, our popula- 
‘tion at the middle of the current cereal 
year will number about 34,611,000 and the 
consumption per head, including seed, is 
six bushels, so that the total consumption 
may be put at 231,666,000 bushels, and we 
thall have to derive from imports and extra 
reserve stock about 183,000,000 bushels. 
The average yield for the nine years ending 
with 1692 was 29.59 bushelsan acre. Bar- 
ley will probably yield about 30 bushels, 
ay compared with anine-years’ average of 
| 33.66 bushels, and oats, about 35 bushels, 
| against an average of 38.63 for the period 
just named. The barley area this year in 
Great Britain and Ireland was 2,244,885 
j acres, and that of oats was 4,420,11 6 acres. 
Potatoes are abundant; roots are short; and 
hay is the shortest crop ever known. The 
averages estimated above would have to be 
| put much lower if it were not for the fair 
seg of the north of England and Scotland, 
and the good ones of Ireland.”

Women In Scotland. 


The Scotch census return, to which Sir 
G. QO. Trevelyan has prefixed a useful and 
| Very welcome analysis of its general results, 
affords one or two remarkable bits of evi« 
dence, There is hardly a single occupation 
from which across the border women have 
beea wholly excluded, and there are some 
occupations, generally deemed unsuitable 
for the gentler sex, to which they have been 
|admitted in very large numbers. For ex- 
ample, there are 87 women employed on 
railways, 59 on roads, 19 in shipbuilding, 
116 in gas making, 103 in the tin and xine 
manufacture, 415 in the iron and steel 
trades, and 591 in stone, clay, and road- 
making. The result is that 556,564 women 
are engaged in competing with 1,220,388 
men fora livelihood. In the commercial 
class of the population alone there are twice 
as many Sacpabes engaged as there were in 
1881, and the only class of which females 
form a smaller proportion than they did in 
that year is the agricultural, which has 
been deprived of the services of over 20,- 
000 of their namber. This exception is 
doubtless to be ascribed to the dying cus- 
tom of employing women and girls to do 
the roughest field work. Moreover, 
against 52,644 women who are described 
as working on their own account, there are 
no fewer t 11,662 who are employers of 
labour. It would seem that in the land

Great Britain's Debt. 


The debt of the United Kingdom is in 
round numbers $3,355,000,000. Compari- 
sons are made with the debt as it was in 
1689, jast before the reign of William IIL, 
when it was only $3,221,000, and with the 
beginning of Victoria’s reign, when it had 
reached the enormous total of $4,251,000,- 
000, Under Victoria this great total has 
been reduced some 21 per cent, Something 
over $33,000,000 was paid off in the year 
ending March 31 last.

Actual and repeated experiments have 
shown that the nearest hour of the day or 
night may be ascertained in the following 
very curious way ; 

Make a small running leop in a piece of 
sewing thread about a foot in length, place 
a shilling in this loop, see that the coin is 
accurately bisected by the thread, and 
then draw the loop tight up, so that the 
shilling is firmly slung at one rend of the 
thread. Put on a solid table & glass tom. 
bler with « fairly wide moni Rest your 
tight elbow on the table in «” firm and easy 
position so as to avoid any shakiness in 
your hand, hold the other end of the thread 
between your first finger and the “hall” of 
the thumb {i.e., the eshy top joint of the 
thumb), #0 that the thumb nail is under- 
most, and a few inches above the middle of 
the mouth of the glass. : 

Now, if you _— your hand quite steady, 
the movement of the coin (which is hanging 
inside the‘ tambler) will become less and 
less until the shilling is motionless, Then, 
in half a minute or so, a very slight and 
regular vibration will commence, the coin 
oscillating from side to side like a pendulum, 
and gradually increasing the length of move- 
ment until it gently strikes the side of the 
glass. This strike goes on in. the most 
regular and automatic way, first on one 
side of the glassand then on the other, 
until, say, eight strokes have been atruck : 
the vibrations of the coin then diminish 
ia length, until the suspended shilling again 
becomes motionless aed henge in the middle 
of the tumbler, You look ac your watch 
and find that 8 o'clock is the nearest hour. 

I have tried this over and over again, 
deliberately setting about the expériment 
without bias or any intention of ibeucinn 
the swing of the coin, and aleo being ignor- 
ant ot the time, and when my hand has 
been steady the right time has invariably 
been struck. 

There is something very curious about 
this phenomenon, hether the thread is 
influenced by the pulse in the *“ball” of the 
thamb or whether there is some unconscious 
transference of “intention” from the brain 
to the thread, Ido not know ; bat in any 
case the matter is rent interesting to 
be worthy of a critical test by persons who 
will carefully and without bias carry out 
this singular experiment of telling the time.

Forced to the Block. 

A Berlin, (Germany) special says :—A 
woman was executed in thiscity to-day, 
she being the first woman to suffer the death 
penalty here since Berlin was made a Kats- 
erstadt, The last woman to suffer the ex- 
treme penalty of the law was executed in 
1846 


The victim to-day was Emilie Zillman 
Nee Kuehne of Hammer, Prussian Silesia, 
who had been convicted of the murder of 
her husband. The Moabit prison has no 
execution yard and the prisoner was trans- 
ferred to the Ploitzensee prison. At 3 
o'clock this morning two warders led her 
into the courtyard, where the headsman’s 
block had been placed. Beside it stood the 
executioner, resting on the hilt of his heavy 
sword,

ed beside the block and there supported 
while Prosecutor Lademunn read to her the 
sentence of death. The prisoner was told to 
kneel, but she apparently did not hear, 
and the warders vag 3 but firmly forced 
her down untilher head res on the 
block.

A Niagara Falls special says :—Frank 
Poy, of Herkimer, N. Y., an rr of R, 
D. Wood & Co., of Philadelphia, which 
company is putting in the turbine water 
wheels for the Niagara Falls Paper Com- 
pany, was instantly killed here yesterday 
afternoon in the penstock. Foy, with four 
other workmen, was engaged within the

2. We do not keepa cow that mekes less 
than 200 pounds of batter in a year. 


3. Nor pat the dry cow on a starvation 
Tation, 


4. Nor expect a cow to make some 
out of nothing: — 

5. Nor keep our cows in an toe-house, hog 
pes or dungeon. 

6. Nor allow them te go a whole year 
without carding or brashing them, 

7. Nor depend upon pasture alone for a 
supply of summer feed, 

8. We do not allow.the milk to stand 
very long in the stable to absorb toul odors.

Horse Notes. 


Do not try to winter the horses 
by letting them constantly stuff themselves 
on hay ; that may seem the cheapest bub 
ities not, nor is it good for the horse. 


The highest mark of wisdom that we have 
encountered in a young man, of late yeara, 
isthat he knows enough not to bet his 
money on a horse-race. 


To dry horses’ legs after washing there 
is nothing better than saw-duat dried 
and then well rabbed in, It is both clean 
to handle and pleasant for the animal. 


A groat mistake that most breeders have 
made is that they have bred and raised 
more horses than they could attend to or 
properly take care of. One good horse is 
worth two poor ones any time, 


How many farmers know exactly wha 
their yearly horse labor on the farm costs, 
in feed, care and wear and tear of the an- 
imal itself? If they did know they would 
certainly strive to winter their horses a 
_ least possible cost and yet not injure 
them. 


The first shoeing will be largely experi 
mental, Ifyour colt is pure gaited and 
strongly trotting-bred,he may acquire pA 
with very little — from the first shoe- 
ing. Again, it may be n to shoe 
him in many different ways before you get 
him just balanced, 

The tendency in some strains of horses to 
go through along life of useful service as 
compared with the average of horses, 
never being sick or lame and rarely failin 
to take a portion of feed—isoften not ra 
atits full value, and yet there are few 
things in horse of any kind that are of 
more importance than his endurance. 


An expert groom gives this advice : 
“Never use the comb on the horse’s head, 
If he has any spirit at all he will not endure 
it. Take the brosh in the right and the 
headstall in the left, steady his head while 
brushing gently, and then, with the comb 
in the left hand,curry the neck from behind 
the ear and the entire right side. Go 
through the same procesa on the left side; 
leave no space untouched, After carrying 
take the brush and brush the hair the wre 
way, scraping the brush at intervals wi 
the comb to clean it, Then go the $ 
way with the brush ; follow the brush with 
a woolen rag—rubbing the hair up and then 
smoothing it.

omer cavemen: 


Am Gld Weedman Recounts the Events of 
A Winter Day te the Great @ntaric 
Weeds. j 

“ There are times in the life of a woods 
trapper,” said Captain Barker, who is an 
old-time trapper himiselit, ‘“‘when he'd 
rather catch sight of hia old log camp in 
the wilderness than run up against « gold 
mine, for the camp at each times can do for 
him what all the gold mines on the face of 
the earth couldn't do—save his life. If 
you had‘ever tried trapping in the Ontario 
woods inthe depth of winter you would 

— what I mean, For the _ of an il- 

ustration, just imagine yourself trappi 
there, say along in the te of December. 

There is a foot of snow on the ground. It 

doesn't require much imagination to see a 

foot of snow on the ground in the woods in 

December, You might multiply it by 

three and get nearer the truth. You have 

two camps, and if they are fifteen ‘miles 
apart it will be nothing unusual. Leading 
from one of these camps to the other you 
have 

TWO LINES OF TRAPS, 


one to the right, over the hardwood hills 
where there is ground for the sable 
and fisher-cat, and the other to the left, up 
a brook and around a small pond, where 
the otter and beaver and mink work 
in their various ways, and then up 
another brook valley to the camp. 


“Early in the morning you take your 
axe and rifle, your bag of bait and lunch, 
and follow the mountain line of traps, 
while your partner takes the valley line or 
vice versa, as the case may be, but the re- 
sult willbe the same. The expectation and 
calculation is that you are to meet cach 
other at the camp before dark. You go up 
into the hills. It begins to snow about 10 
o'clock. Your partner has no difficulty in 
following the valley line, for the creek 
shows the way, and he will get to camp be+ 
fore dark, cut the wood for the night, get 
it in, build a fire, and prepare for getting 
supper, expecting to hear you stamping in 
babace eg But things a6 dithaeunsly with 
you on the mountain line. There is more 
snuw up there than in the valley. The 
travelling is hard. The traps need a good 
deal of setting over and fixing, for

*“ By and by you find a blazed tree, and 
then look ahead and try to make up your 
mind which tree the next blaze is on.

Thep you go on to another tree, perhaps off 
to the right, and brush again. No blaze 
there. Some distance ahead, off to the left, 
you see atree. That must be a blazed tree 
surely, youthink, You scrape the snow off 
of that tree. No blaze there. And then 
you go on, hunting here and there for the 
next blazed tree, until at last you find it, 
only to have to repeat the proceeding, 


perhaps, before you locate the next one 
after that one on your course, All this 
takes much time and annihilates but little 
distance, and almost before you are aware 
of it darkness begins to fall around you. 
You have lost the line altogether, now. You 
don’t know whether it is to the right or to 
the left of you, but you do know that you 
are stilla long way from camp. You have 
a compass, but as you don’t know your 
course it is of po use to you. 

** By this time you have begun to think 
that there is a good chance for your having 
to lie out on the mountain that night, You 
slip your hands into your pocket to make 
sure that your match box is all safe,and feel 
a little faint when you fail to find it. The 
likeliest explanation for its absence is that 
it slid out of your pocket while you were 
sleeping in your bunk last night. Never 
before have you realized the importance of 
always being sure that you have everything 
that can possibly be necessary on a tramp 
when you leave camp.

Tt is not generally known that Juan Fer- 
nandez—the island on which Alexander 
Selkirk, the Robinson Crusoe of romance, 
lived for so many years—is at present in.

back from the shore, and here now stands a 
little village of small huts scattered around 
& long, low, one-storied building with a 
verandah running its full length. In this 
house lives the man who rents the istand 
from the Chilian Government, and the 
village is made a of a few German and 
Chilian families, The Island is rented for 
about £200 a year. The rent is paid partly 
in dried fish, Catching and drying the 
many varieties of fish and raising cattle and 
vegetables wholly ocoupy the contented 
settlers, and much of their little income is 
obtained from cattle, and vegetables sold 
to —e vessels.

Managing Farnaces. 


The first thing to dois to get the house 
regs warmed, When it is heated to 
the desired temperature, it will require less 
coal to keep it warm than if constantly 
cooling and heating. 

There is more economy in filling the fire. 
pot full of coal than in putting in only a 
emall amount, because that burns away 
more readily. 

Do not use a poker on the top of the fire. 
It isbad management inthe use of hard 
coal. The grate in the furnace will remove 
the ashes and clinkers, thus allowing free 

for air through the fire. 

In filling the furance with coal, the 
smoke-pipe damper should be opened, and 
the ashpit door and slide closed, otherwise 
the smoke and gas will be forced out of the 
feed door, * 

When the rooms are heated, and there is 
a good firein the furnace, shat it op as 
close as possible. 

In the morning open all drafts, put in a 
amall quantity of coal, let it burn therough- 
ly, then add fuel until fell, Let it purn 
for a short time for the gas to be consumed 
before closing the dampers. 

If the furnace heats quick and strong 
from a good draft, so thatin warm weather 
there is toomuch heat, don’t shake the 
grate, but allow it to clog with ashes—not 
under, but ontop of the grate. Ashes

details concerning the disaster at Santander | 


on Friday last show that the namber of 
dead, missing and wounded is fully 1,000, 
The people have not recovered from the ef- 
fecta of the catastrophe, and are entirely 
apathetic, paylog no attention to business 
but standing about streete discussing the 
awful calamity that haa befallen the city. 
The men and women living near the water- 
front, who trap aren. escaped frem the 
wrecking of their homes, can be seen in 
numbers standing near the hage masses ef 
debria that fill the streets waiting to recover 
the bodies of those known to be under the 
ruine, The scones everywhere in the vicin- 
ity of where the destruction was wrought 
are sad in the extreme, aad whenever a 
body, crushed and mangled beyond recogni- 
tion, is removed from the ruins, a heart- 
rending wail goes up from the women, who 
fear that the shapelers mass of fleah may be 
all that remains of one of their loved ones. 
There iano doubt many of the dead will 
never be identified. 

Senor Gamazo, Minister of Finance, at 
once proceeded from Madrid to Santander 
when the extent of the calamity became 
known. He summoned the town officials 
and expressed tothem the sympathy of the 
Government, He also assured them of the 
sympathy of the Queen regent, who, he 
said, bad wept upon hoaring of the calamity 
that had befallen the city. When Senor 
Gamazo saw how helpless the authorities 
were in the crisis confronting them he in a 
great measure took the administration of 
ailairs into hisown hands. He telegraphed 
to Valladolid, ordering that medical stores, 
nurses and other helpers be at once sent to 
Santander. A subscription for the relief 
of the aufferers wae started, Gamazo head- 
ing it with « giftof $5,000 on behalf of the 
4Zovernment.

preparation and other expenses to which 
the Spanish government has been put 
through the revolt of the Moors.

Trade in the St ates. 

No great improvement in trade has oc- 
eurred in the United States suabsequert 
upon the re of the silver purchasing | 
bill. The price of wheat has declined from 
2 to 2} cents per bushel, as a result of heavy 
stocks and an indifferent foreign demand. 
Although receipts are still ranning thirty 
per cent. below those of last season, the 
movement to commercial centres exceeds 
the outgo ; and there will be little encour- 
agement for bullish speculation so long as 
there shall be large weekly additions to the 
already excessive stocks, Kxports, although 
liberal, continue to fall below the ship- 
ments for the corresponding period last 

ear; and the new demand is comparative- 
y light. Late cable advices report liberal 
tenders of Russian wheat in the English 
markets on terms more favorable than 
those offered by American exporters. The 
increasing competition of Argentime wheat 
is also a factor in the export situation which 
is unfavorable to the establishment of high- 
er prices in America. Values of corn have 
advanced § to § of a cent per bushel, owing 
to # bullish sentiment in the markets, which 
has been strengthened by a falling off in 
the interior movement and fairly liberal 
exports. Values of provisions have been 
generally well maintained, owing to mod- 
erate stocks and comparatively light pack- 
ing operations in the West. For the season 
a ended November 1 there was a de- 
crease in hog packing at Western centres 
gategsting fully 1,000,000 head.

Ie Drainage Beaeficila? 


The extensive drainage that has been 
carried on through different parts of On 
tario and of the Northern and Western- 
States has dis a good many farmers to 
believe that the effects of such drainage are 
apparent in the recent severe droughts that 
have largely reduced the products of the 
crops, 1t is believed that the rapid passage 
of the water, of the rainfall into .the 
drains and from them into the streams, not 
only dries the land excessively, but reduces 
the average supply of rain because of the 
lessened evaporation from the land, [hus 
there is not water enough for the growth 
of the crops, especially at such times aa in 
the early spring, when the sowing of deed 
calls tor the full supply and thorough sata- 
ration of the soil for several weeks. But 
as the water sinks through the soil, and 

into the drains, and is. lost to the 
and, when the whole of the land is so de- 
prived of water the crops fail to grow and 
the harvests are anprofitable. In consid- 
ering this important question it may be 
said at the outset thet the weather is not 
a local question atall. The world is wide 
and the influences of temperature are 
boundless, as compared with the nar- 
row limita of a country even, and 
it ia due tothe variations of tempera- 
ture with thore correlated differences of 
the moisture in the atmosphere that 
changes in local weather occur. The ocean, 
which covers three-fourths of the earth's 
surface, is the grand source of the rainfall, 
as compared with which the whole of the 
land is but the merest patch of ground. 
And this vast bedy of water, an area of 
110,000,000 of square miles, 1s mostly under 
the influence of the. torrid heats of the 
equator, under which five-sixths of the 
circumference of the globe is water. The 
incomprehensibly vast mass of watery 
vapor that arises from the ocean, and is 
carried by the mysterious air currents here 
and there over the continents for thousands 
of miles, dropping the rain in this or that 
place, as the temperature may affect it, is 
the true source of ovr weather, and the 
configuration of the earth’s suriace has most 
to de with the discharge of all this water. 
The moist air from the heated ocean is car- 
ried along, dropping its load on the thou- 
sands of miles of land as it becomes cvoled 
or condensed by coming in contact with 
mountaias or other cooler strata of air, 

No doubt there are local causes at work, 
as the small mountain ranges that intercept 
the air currents passing across necks of land 
between two water areas, such as the At- 
lantic and the Mexican Gulf, and again in 
the region of our great lakes here in Onta- 
rio—great as lakes, but small as com 
with the enormous size of the ocean, It is 
difficult thus to find any local reasons for 
any change in the weather to any extent 
worth notice, The mere fact of the removal 
of the water from the soil may have a small 
effect, but it cannot affect the weather, It 
can only change the condition of the land 
for the better in times of excessive rains, 
and for the worse in times of excessive 
drought. But there is reason to believe 
that the latter effect is hardly worthy of 
any regard, and otherwise it is really bene- 
ficial. as tending to a greater porosity of 
the soil and its greater ability to hold water 
in a dry time, 1t may be the fact, and this 
very easily, that the airina dry time is 
really more filled with vapor then it is in 
rainy weather, It is the heat of the atmos- 
phere that influences ite ability to hold 
water in solution or suspension, and while 
the air at a temperature of 104° will hold 
2,215 grains ot water in 1,000 cubic feet, at 
77° thisis reduced less than 1,000 
grains, Then the 1,217 grains of water— 
equal to nearly one inch of water in depth 
over the whole surface—is held invisible 
vapor in the air for 15,000 feet in height 
only. not taking into account the dense 
clouds that float above that height. Then 
a reduction of 27 per cent. in temperature 
would discharge all this water upon the 
land inasingle shower, leaving an un- 
accountable mass of water still in the air. 
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Result— No Change !

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Mode of Escape From Barning Honwecs. 


The following from the Baltimore 
Underwriter is an extract from the writ- 
ings of C. J, Heximer on the Causes of 
Fire, as being especially worthy the atten- 
tion of those occupying crowded tenement 
dwellings, and whence the means of escape 
in case éf fire should always be a eubject of ~~ 
discussion and « ment during the 
hours of safety. To allow fear to overcome 
reason is half way to destruction: 

When a fire breaks out at night, do not 
stop to dress, but slip on shoes, wrap your- 
self in a blanket (not a cotton-filled quilt), 
and take the nearest and most accessible 
way to escape, bearing in mind that the 
shortest distance between two pointe is s 
atraight line. In all cases be careful to 
close the doors after you. It is of the 
utmest importance to shut all doors and 
windows, which might add to the draught. 
li the rooms be already filled with smoke, 
it is best for persons to crawl on their 
hands and knees on the floor, as the heated 

ases and amoke ascend, and are more 

ense as they accumulate near the ceiling 
than they are at the floor. If the smoke is 
very, suffocating a piece of flannel (aad if - 
possible, wet one), or any rug, woolen shirt 
or dress, held over the mouth and nose, 
will tly protect the lungs from in jary. 
Avoid as much as possible inhaling the hot 
air and smoke. 

If the means of escape through the doors 
on the firet floor, or the trap door on the 
roof, are cut off, and no fire escape is at 
hand, ha to the room least ted by 
smoke and hotairjand make a oe of shreds 
of bedding, attaching one end of such rope, 
and by this means try to descend to the 
ground, Never jump from windows unless 
you are satisfied that all other means of es 
cape are impossible.

Some years ago a carefal etadent of th 

Eu n siturtion made what seemed the 
paradoxical assertion that « general war 
was an likely to start in Morecco aa on the 
Danube or the Rhine. It begina to look as 
thongh there might be some ground for the 
statement, now that the contest between 
the Spanish defender’ of Melilla and their 
liffian assailants is ing, daily, larger 
proportions, and im burdens which 
must severely tax the resources of the 
Madrid Government. What seemed at first 
a local disturbance, which, seemingly,might 
have been quelled by prompt and vigorous 
measures, will now require an army corp 
anda fleet of war ships for its suppression. 
The expenditure of tens of millions of doi- 
lare which such a display of force will call 
for, could not be met by Spain, already on 
the yerge of bankruptcy, unless she had the 
assurance that her disbursements would be 
made good, either by a pecuniary indem- 
nity or by territorial compensation. There 
is no doubt that, when the Riffians are 
beaten, and the outworka of Melilla made 
secure, Prime Minister Sagasta will de- 


‘mand that adequate amends be made to 


Spain by the Shereef of Morocco for the 
loss of life and outlay of money to which 
she has been subjected by his inability to 
control his nominal subjects. A pecaniary 
indemnity the Shereef-can pay, for he is 
known to have a large amount of treasure 
stored in the vaults of his palace at Morocco, 
but it is improbable that this will satisfy 
the Madrid Government, coerced, as it will 
be by the unusually excited state of public 
opinion, The traditional and well-earned 
hatred 7 a = almost twelve cen. 
turies, the Spani as regarded the Moor, 
haa not been so fiercely tollanasl since the 
capture of Tetuan as it now is; and no Min- 
—s would be forgiven, if it failed to seize 
the present opportunity of gaining a 
siderable concession pr fee acy It is wy 
lieved that the claims of the Madrid Gov- 
ernment would be backed by the French, 
who desire a westward extension of their 
Algerian frontier, and who look forward to 
the eventual partition of Morocco between 
the Spaniards and themselves, 


It is here, of course, that the Morocco 
question becomes one of European interest 
and threatens to cauee widespread compli- 
cations, England has repeatedly declared 
that if the Mediterranean and the Atlantic 
coasts of Morocco are to be divided between 
European powers, she must havea part; 
and sooner than missa share she would 
defend the Shereef against aggreasion. She 
would be content, perhaps, with Tangier, 
which she in the time of Charles 
IL; for this, in conjunction with Gibraltar, 
would give her the absolute control of the 
entrance to the Mediterranean. But it is 
precisely Tangier and the contiguous ter- 
ritory which, in the eyes of France and 
ne Br constitute the most precious morsel 
of the sega “GE pape and this would 
never be suffered to fall into English hands 
without a fight. We see, therefore, that 
the moment a demand for territorial com- 
pensation is pressed, a demand that seems 


| reasonable enough in view of the Shereef's 


inability to control the Riffian tribesmen, 
it will be scarcely _ to avert « col- 
lision between England on the one hand, 
and Spain, backed by France, on the other. 
In such an entanglement, England could 
easily secure the assistance of the Triple 
Alliance, by making certain reciprocal en- 
gagements, and France could as certainly 
count upon the support of Russia. That 
England would be forced to contract inti- 
mate relations with the Triple Alliance 
seems evident from the admission of Eng 
fish naval authorities that the combined 
lorce of France and Russia in the Mediter-

of England in the same sea. It will be 
observed that there is something like logical 
concatenation in the process by which a 
tty outbreak in the mountains near 
lelilla is made to appear as leading to « 
general war.

: A Grave Situation. 

Mr. Walter Besant has lately been bold 
enough to expreas the opinion that there 
are some fields of enterprise that women 
are not absolutely incompetent to enter, 
which, ‘nevertheless, it is best that they 
should leave to men. ‘For women,” he 
says, “‘to take men’s work from them is 
the most disastrous thing that can possibly 
ha pen, especially in a small country, for 
it halves the wages and lowers the position 
of the workers, and it drives the men out 
of the country or ferces them to compete 
with women atlower pay. It deprives men 
of their Wives and women of their hus- 
bands.” This isa familiar objection, and 
one hot without gravity. If there are to be 
families in the land*it is better that a man 
should get two dollars for a day’s work,and 
share it-with his wife, than that a man and 
& woman should each work and each get a 
doller. It isa matter of common observae 
tion that the woman who caa earn a dollar 
a day shrinks from marriage. She can live 
more Comfortably and neatly on her own 
earbings than as the wife of a man who 
earns ten or twelve dollars a week, and the 
moter of his children. One would not 
venture to take away any work she has at 
Present in order to cure her aversion to 
marrying. That would be too desperate a 
reMedy, But without suggesting any 
n8rrowing of her boundaries, it is permiss- 

eld of labor by womankind is not a clear 
ain even to the invading hoat. A part of 
the immediate gain of the women is the 
loss of the men, and it is not putting the 
case too strongly to say that a man is one 
of the most convenient and valuable pos- 
seasions an American woman can obtain,and 
it is doubtful whether she can afford to 
cheapen him by her competition to such a 
degree that he will cease to seem a desir- 
able acquisition. It isnot hard to spoil a 
good servant by persistently doing his 
work. The raw material for husbands is 
liable to the same sort of damage, and far- 
seeing women will try to shape their con- 
duct so as not to contribute to ite degencra. 
tion. There are women, no doubt, who 
would make good locomotive engineers or 
efficient stokers on steamships, but we 
should be sorry to see them attempt to 
share the wages of those callings with the 
men.

Charcoal corrects 
acidity and promotes digestion. Wood 
charcoal may be fed in minute quantity 
now and then, orears of corn may be 
eharred and then thrown to the fowls, and 
they will pick off the kernele and be given 
some work to do, All these substances are 
not foods in the proper sense of the term, 
but condiments and general health promot- 
ers, when used in very limited quantities, 


There are the ocops standing out exposed 
to the damaging effects of sun and storm. 
Take one of teins for you will need them 
next year, Choose the first clear sunshiny 
day, and give them a good cleaning, both 
inside and out, using « good stiff brush for 
the purpose, and then put them away in 
some convenient shed, or in one of the un- 
used compartments of yeur poultry house, 
till they are dry. When they are dry and 
in good condition to do it, oy them a good 
coat of whitewash, especially if they have 
been - made either wholly or in part with 
unplaned lumber. If planed lumber has 
been usedin their construction, and they 
hare been made neat and tasty in appear- 
ance and substantial in build, paint them, 
instead of giving them a coat of whitewash, 
as it will adhere far better. 


INSTINCT IN ANTMALS, 


The Wonderful Smartness of the Ant and 
ofthe Woodpecker. 


The arts of collecting provisions, storing 
and os food, domesticating and 
managing flocks, and capturing slaves are 
quite as well understood by animals and 
insocte as by man in the earlier stages of his 
civilization,says the London Spectator, and 
show a curious analogy in their development 
in the case of the more backward among 
human communities. ‘ 

Anta of the same species both have and 
have not learned to keep “cattle.” Lespes 
found a tribe of black ants which had a flock 
of ‘“‘cows,” which they milked daily. But 
he also discovered a nest of the same species 
which had no flocks. These he presented 
with some of the aphides used by their own 
cow-keeping relations. The ants irstantly 
attackea, killed, and ate them, behaving in 
thesame improvident manner as a tribe of 
Australian “black fellows” when presented 
with a flock of sheep. 


Alittle known and striking instance of 
foresight and industry exhibited by e bird is 
that of the California woodpecker. Like 
others of ite Kind this bird is an insect sat- 
er, Yet, in view of the approach of winter, 
it prepares a store of food of wholly differ- 
ent character, and arranges this with as 
much care as an epicare mignt devote to 
the storage of his wine in acellar. Inthe 
summer a woodpecker lives on ants. For 
the winter it stores up acerns. To hold 
each acorn it hollows a small hole in a tree, 
into which the acorns are exactly fitted, 
and is ready to be split by the strong beak 
of the climbing woodpecker, though toe 
tightly held to be stolen either by equirrels 
or other birds. 

A relation of this woodpecker inhabits 
the dryest parts of Mexico, where during 
the droughts it must die of starvation un- 
less it made a store, To prevent this it 
selects the hollow stem of a species of aloe, 
the bore of which is just large enough to 
hold a nut. The woodpecker drills holes 
at intervals in the stem, and fills it from 
bottom to top with the nuts, the separate 
holes being apparently made for convenience 
of access to the column of nuts within, The 
intelligence which not only constructs a 

storehouse, but teaches the wood- 
= to lay by only the nuts which will 
eep, and not the insects which would -de- 
cay, is perhaps the highest form of bird 
reasoning which has yet been observed. 


The common ants of Italy, if not so 
atrangely ingenious as the gardener ants of 
the tropics, which prepare a particular soil 
on which to grow within their nests the 
fungus on which alone they feed, exhibit 
what is probably the most complex form of 
instinctive industry shown by any European 
animal. They store up oats and various 
kinds of grein, making hundreds of little 
rooms #8 granaries of about the size of a 
watch. But grain lying in the ground natu- 
rally germinates. How the ants prevent 
this isnot known. Probably by ventilation, 
as bees ventilate their hives by artificial 
draught. All that is certain is that if the 
ants are removed the grainsprouts. When 
the ants wish to use the store they allow the 
grains to germinate, until the chemical 
change takes place in the material which 
makes its fermenting juice food suitable for 
their digestion. They arrest the process of 
change by destroying the sprout, and use 
the stock of glutinous sugar and starch so 
left as their main food in winter.

WILL BE THE UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE, 


English Se Regarded by a Noted Educater 
—Mia Views Set Forth. 


In an article on the importance of intr-i- 


ducing into the schools the study of a uno 
versal rr Nida wre ch recent- 
ly in the ugsische Jahrbecher, Dr. Schro- 


er advocates making the study of English 
obligatory, not necessarily to the exclusion 
of the classical tongues, but at least in con- 
junction with them. ‘*This,” he says, ** is 
not a question of taste or rivalry between 
the ‘moderns’ and the ‘ancients;’ it is simp- 
ly o historical necesmty.” The learned 
rofessor properly condemns all attem 
bowers scientific, to construct an 
world-speech—like volapuk. In bis —— 
a sangeces which possesses neither litera- 
ture, historical development nor linguistic 
relations can never serve as a mediam of 
general communication, for the reason that 
no one will take the trouble to soquire it 
merely as a ‘‘tool of trade” until it becomes 
universal ; therefore it never can become 
universal. Such —_— 
only aimless, because they can never obtain 
the general consent of mankind, bat 
are needless, for there exists slready a 
versal language—i.e., a language which 
its spread over the whole earth and by 
ease with which it may be learned, has 
ed such a long step in advance that neither ; 
natural nor artificial means can deprive it 
of its assured position as the futate mediam 
of international intercourse, And this lan 
guage is the English.

Education Required to Farm. 


How many people are under the impres- 
sion that little or no education is required 
for farmers. I may say just the opposite. 
No work or industry required as much edu- 
cation as farming. Imray define education 
under two heads, viz., artificial, that is from 
books and practical, that is from practice 
or experience. We need both, and lotsa of 
beth, but especially the latter. How many 
uestions doea the farmer have to answer? 
you ever think of this? Is there a man 
in anyindustry that hasas many questions to 
anewerfor himself? Let ws look at this fora 
moment, All farmers have more business 
tranaactions than t ean fully remember 
henoesome kind of a must bekept, It 
ust be kept in such a way as to answer in 
care of a dispute in law. Every farmer has 
more or less checks, notes, letters, etc., to 
wrile, so he must be a penman in order to 
keep hie books and do his writting. He 
must be a good ‘mathematician to figure 
profits, expenses, and hold his own in the 
comme: world. He must bea gram- 
marian, in order to write and speak for his 
own in public places, He muat be a politi- 
cian, in order to understand governmental 
affairs, and hold the avricultural interests 
in the right place. He must be a good 
reader, in order to keep posted in political 
and commercial matters, especially markets. 
Thus you see the farmer must answer for 
every point of school education. But this 
is not half; he must study the markets, 
and know just When to sell each a ; 
when and where to buy articles he 
needs ; what kind of implements are the 
best for his particular use ; what breeds of 
are the , how to keep them healthy, 
& hundred other questions are brought 
for him toe answer; likewise with cattle, 
horses, sheep, poultry, bees, grains, and in 
fact there is « sufficient amount of study in 
each individual division of agricultural par- 
auits, to keep any man or woman in honest, 
henorable toil from the cradle to the grave. 
It has often been said, ‘‘Any fool can farm ;” 
true, they can, with m to themselves, 
to their neighbors and to their atock. 

I feel safe to say that no one can make a 
very great or the best result in farming, by 
trying to do it all,” That is, trying to 

everything.” This many times turns 
to nothing in the end. Every person has 
an ideal, or rather something on the facm 
that they like most. Some fancy the cows ; 
they like to feed and handle cows ; they 
delight in making the cows look well, and 
jest put.auch great attention into the cows 
that other things are neglected, Sup 
such a farmer would quit raising much of 
anything else but cows, just devote all his 
time to iy work ; he would study, read 
and write about cows and their products, 
and watch the markets. Do you think he 
could find enough to do ; and do you think 
he could make any money at such work ? 
Of course, there is no question about that, 
But sup that man would try to raise 
hoge altogether? Would he make as much 
money as he would with his cows? No, 
never, But over there iss neighbor that 
~_ thinks hogs are above everything c'se ; 
keeps cows, afew for family usc, bat 
his best time is devoted to h’s hogs; he 
reads and writes about them, he watches 
the markets and is just doing well. Sup 
pore he tries to raise cows, and nothing but 
cows, what will be the results ? A complete 
failure. I might compare every branch of 
agriculture in this way, bat you plainly see 
the difference, hence I will go no further. 

The main point is this, let natural edu- 
eation have its course. Noman can learn 
a trade from ® book ; he must bave practice, 
as this is pature’s mode of education. Who- 
ever you are, or wherever you are, you 
have some particular industry which you 
fancy. Take that for life's job. God has 
one universal amme,made and printed 
on “the pages white and fair,” and upon 
this p me is everybody's name.and as 
Ithink of this I imagine something for 
everybody to do, just opposite their name. 
Surely he did not intend for anyone to be 
idle. But my friends may ask, ‘How will 
I know what iscn the programme for me 
todo?’ Let everybody ask that ; ask Him 
avd he will tell you, for He has promised 
that “he that aeketh shall receive ; he that 
knocketh, it shall bevopenéd unto him.” Is 
this not plain? Afterwards He says, ‘‘All 
things work together for good to them that 
fear -" Is this not sufficient proof, 
that any true that “fears Him” will 
Mere with ge ? hyena our 

a& very importait factor is to 

“fear Him.” Farmers need this, especially 
so they need Divinecducation, practical 
and artificial education. Do not 

try to do something that you really don’t 
like, But whatever your lot may. be, be 
proud of it, be ready to speak or write about 
%. Don't be backward. Protegt yourself, 

you are sure to win.

From a watch tower in the fort at 
Peshawar one sees the valley of the Kabul 
River which is the only opening in a circle 
of mountains surrounding the spacious 
plain.

No outlets are 
visible, but to the south is the Kobat Pass, 
to the west the Hazaar Valley and the 
Khyber, to the right of which the Kabul 
River issues from the mountains, The flat 
ground beneath is British territory ; but 
the mountains all round are Afghan. Here 
in the plain the Queen's peace is kept ; 
there in the mountains live Pathan tribes 
who acknowledge neither Queen nor Ameer, 
It is the edge of the Empire. 


These Khyber Pathans, living in mount- 
ain fastnesses from 5,000 to 10,000 feet 
high, exist partly by levying toll from all 
whogo throngh the Pass ; and they regard 
these dues as a traditional, inalienable 
right. During the first Afghan war they 
took rent in lien of Pass dues from the 
British, and caused trouble only when they 
believed they were being defrauded. Since 
the last Afghan war the same arrangement 
has been renewed. Esch trive receives an 
annual payment from tie British Govern- 
ment, in return for which the Pasa is free 
to all authorized travellerson certain days 
in the week. There is also a modern de- 
vice by which the good relation between

increased, A corps of troops called

is recruited from the tribesmen, and oc-

British engineers have made the Khyber 
Pass an excellent roadway, but in a military 
sense it is still difficult and dangerous, 
The solution of the great problem how to 
subdue the tribes and bring India and Kabul 
into accord is thought to be the locomotive, 
and already the Khyber country has been 
reconnoitred for a railway line from a forti- 
fied position on the hills to Peshawar. It 
may be that these preparations for the de- 
feat of mountain difficulties and the circum- 
vention of the Pathan tribes has aroused a 
resentment, which finds expressicn in acts 
of violence, such as the burnings described 
in the deepatch. To such cause is the at- 
tack more probably attributable than to the 
stolid. demeanor of that portion of the 
Peshawar people who are sullen but undis- 
tarbed. .

Was acoused, in 1558, of printing books | 
which were forindden by the then prevail 
ing laws. Being interrogated as to cer. | 
tain balisde, he said they had been printed | 
by hie servant in his abeence, and that | 
when he came home and found they were 

not delivered, he refused to deliver them, 
and threw them into a corner, intending to 
print roses and stripes on the back to paper 
attics. , 

It is probably to King William ITIL. that 
Ealhnd owen the introduction of wall-pa- 
pers into that country. Paper hangings of 
a sort, it is true, were in use in England 
before the time of William of Orange, bat 
they usually consisted merely of maps of 
the world, as it was then known, with fan- 
tastic borders of Indians, negroes, and ele- 
phants, and other natives of far-off regions, 
The art of paper hanging in imitation of the 
old velvet flock was new when William 
came to England. It wason the walls of 
the drawing-room at Kensington Palace 
that these-new hangings were first seen in 
Brita. They took the fancy of the fash. 
ionables of the day, and their cheapness 
being an additional recommendation, they 
apsedily oamne into general use.
